Positions on any football table can be 
divided into basically three categories: 
First, down at the bottom, where a team is 
under great pressure; secondly, somewhere 
around the middie — where | think some- 
times | would prefer to see a team at the 
beginning of the season; and, thirdly, at 
the top, where the pressure on a team is 
even greater than it is at the bottom. And 
on the top is where we find ourselves in the 
first time in the history of Canberra City. 
Am | proud and happy — why, of course 
| am. | am thrilled for the boys and for the 
club. A tremendous amount of hard work 
has gone into the preparation for this 
season and to have such a reward so early 
in the season is wonderful for all con- 
cerned. 

My reaction after the win against 
Marconi was one of caution. The team 
played so well, once the match was ‘read’ 
and we knew what we had to do to win it. 
But | was most anxious that we play it 
cool and keep our feet on the ground. The 
season had a long way to go. It still has, 
but we have our second win in succession, 
and away at that. How long can a winning 
trot last? Well, it would not be impossible 
for a team to go through the PSL compe- 
tition undefeated in a season, but realisti- 
cally we must all see that sooner or later a 
loss or a draw will come our way; the 
breaks will go against us. What is more, 
as | said at the start, the pressures on the 
team at the top increase greatly. In the 
PSL, the pressure is on from the first game. 
Now, everyone will want to be the first to 
knock Canberra City off the top of the 
table. There will be no monkey business. 
But this can work both ways. The players 
and | are proud that we have achieved two 
wins. We will not relinquish our No. 1 
position without a fight. 

One factor in our favour is the type of 
football that we are playing. We have not a 
‘special’ man in midfield; we have not a 
striker who scores all the goals. If we had, 
it would have been easy for the opposition 


to put us out of the game. Roy Stark, 
Danny Moulis and Luis Salgado proved 
that last weekend against St George. | want 
a team of 11 workers who play total foot 
ball. 

So far, | am very happy with the team, 
That is why we will play our third compa 
tition game this season starting off with the 
same team as our last two matched, Panay 
that: Canberra City fielding for three 
games in a row the same team. | have bean 
asked about Paul Fielding. Paul is not 100 
per cent fit to give us everything for 90 
minutes in our heat. | do not know In 
which position he would play best. Accord 
ing to him he is not a midfielder or « 
forward; he is a link. | make two points 
First, | must work out the best position for 
him; and secondly, the midfield is working 
excellently. But -he is a good player and 
good players work out their positions, 

The Editor has asked me about the role 
of a ‘thinking coach’. | answer him in this 
way: Obviously commonsense and deter 
mination solve nearly half of your prob 
lems on the field. It doesn’t matter how 


much you tell the guys — whether you 
blast them or whatever — if they do not 
have commonsense and determination, 
your plans will never work. That is tmy 
type. | am not the kind of coach wha, 


because our next game is against St George, 
will get on the telephone and ring up 
people in Sydney to get information on 
their players. My approach is: If we do our 
job, they will have to worry about us, | 
think a lot of the other coaches wary 
about the opposition too much; thay start 
off preparation by saying: ‘Now, stop this 
guy; stop that guy!’ My worry is my team 
and seeing that it produces what it |s 
supposed to produce. In that way | am sure 
the opposition will worry about us instead 
of us worrying about them. 

What was my plan against Marcon|? We 
came out on the field to be really cautious, 
to watch the trend of the game and kaa 
the ball and to keep possession for 26 


30 minutes. We would then know what we 
were up against and be free to play accord- 
ingly. But that part took too long, accord- 
ing to our plans — it took 45 minutes. in 
the second half, that was it; we had it aii 
worked out. That's how it all happened. 

Against St George, the approach had to 
be different for the simple reason that the 
previous weekend St George had lost twice 
in two days. Morale was at rock bottom. 
We went out to keep it there. My plan was: 
Get: in there and attack and attack; if you 
go in there and don’t attack they will come 
together and start to build up their confi- 
dence, With luck, in the first 30 minutes 
we had three goals. My message got 
through. | always hammer that we must go 
step by step. We need to take steps forward; 
let us not look back at all. | am the one 
who has to look back and fix the weak- 
nesses or maintain the good things we have 
been doing. The players have to be quick 
and take the next step. We have 26 steps; 
we have taken two: Let us see how many 
times we fall down along the rest of the 
path. 

| must comment about my reception at 
St George. Really, it is something | cannot 
understand. After the game, so many 
Hungarians came up to me, kissed me, were 
so friendly and talked about beautiful 
things. Yet, they lost the game. Perhaps it 
had much to do with the 10 years as a 
player and two years as a coach that | 
spent with St George. They seemed thrilled 
for me. It was hard to believe. At the St 
George club, | walked into the dining room 
with the players and the spread had to be 
seen to be believed. You name it; it was 
there. | doubt that we could ever repay 
them. | was surprised because they never 
used to be like that; | had never seen it 
before. In one and ahalf hours, there were 
so many friends to talk to that it was hard 
to have more than a minute for each one. 
| know that the team and all Canberra City 
supporters regretted as | did that the rain 
ruined the marvellous promotions organised 
for that day. All credit to St George for 
what it has achieved. | am sure any present 
setback will be but temporary. 


Now, back to training here. We are hav- 
ing our problems because of the lack of 
suitable lighting. You will notice how early 
it gets dark now. Let’s hope that the light- 
ing for the Bruce training area is turned on 
right on time. All the players join with me 
in thanking our wonderful supporters for 
their rousing cheers and chanting. It really 
does help. Against Marconi at Bruce, you 
were wonderful. You lift the players and 
bring out that extra effort. A big thank 
you to those hardy souls who made the 
trip to Sydney for the St Gearge match. 
You were our sunshine on that bleak, wet 
day. 

| have received a letter from Brian Le 
Fevre, General Secretary of the Australian 
Soccer Federation. He has written to me 
advising that national coach Rudi Guten- 
dorf would like my assistance in arranging 
for the selection of a squad of possible 
National A team players from Canberra’s 
clubs. 


In due course he will discuss with me 
ways and means of conducting a once 
weekly night training program for the 
players in Canberra who may be included 
in a final squad of 25 players to form the 
nucleus of the 1981 World Cup squad. It is 
all happening for Canberra at all levels. In 
that respect, might | conclude by mention- 
ing my assistants with our Federation Cup 
teams. The Firsts will be coached by Petar 
Vidovic, the Seconds by John Doyle, and 
the Thirds by Keith Hardisty. Last Sunday 
the Firsts played Croatia Deakin, which has 
been performing quite well, and they drew 
1-1, with rain causing the game to be called 
off with 10 minutes to go. Also | had a call 
three weeks ago from Cowra. | was asked 
to send a team on 25 March for a game 
against them. As part of our promotion 
campaign, we are sending a combination 
of our Firsts and Seconds under coach 
John Doyle. Whatever the next few weeks 
may hold, thank you for your encourage- 
ment, enthusiasm and support.

The junior soccer club from whose 
ranks today’s ball boys are drawn is Downer 
Olympics.

In 1978, Downer Olympics fielded 30 
teams in the under 7 to under 16 age 
groups and was successful in winning four 
premierships.
